; Frans Greenwood born 17th April, 1680, of English parents, in Rotterdam, 
was probably a merchant in Rotterdam before he entered the Civil Service in 1726.. 
He married Maria van de Hoolaart, and had a son Cornelis who became a painter. 
Greenwood died on August 12th, 1761, at the age of 81. 

This glass is similar in technique to another by Greenwood in the Jacques 
Goudstikker Collection, signed and dated 1747. It is also decorated with fruit, and 
illustrated by Wilfred Buckley, pl. 28, the Supplement to his work on Aert Schoumann. 
On Greenwood see also an article by E. B. Haynes in the ‘“ Connoisseur’, March

Under the above Order all purchasers of furniture Lots over £1 must produce their Identity 
Cards, whether buying for their own account or for a Principal. = 


In the case of Agents buying for a Principal the Agent must produce a statement in writing 

‘by the Principal giving the name and address of the person and authorising the Agent to purchase
